Young and Old are Lending 
Their Quarters to 
Uncle Sam 


Southern California from the 
Tehachepi to Tia Juana has tak¬ 
en up with a vengeance the big 
selling campaign for war saving 
stamps through which even the 
possessor of the flattest purse 
may loan his bit or two bits as 
the case may be, to Uncle Sam 
to help win the war. The first 
week in 1918 has started off 
with a bang, according to ad¬ 
vices received here from the 
state headquarters in Los An¬ 
geles, and indications are that 
when the federal officials start 
checking up the latter part of 
February on the showing the 
various sections of the country 
are making, Southern California 
should be in the foremost ranks. 

According to the plans an¬ 
nounced by the local committees 
there will be no exemptions 
when it comes to drafting stray 
quarters into service. The 
school kiddies will refrain from 
that extra stick of candy, while 
the veteran who draws a pen¬ 
sion from Uncle sam will forego 
that contemplated package of 
tobacco for his pipe in order to 
buy a thrift stamp. 

All Southern California is to 
be stirred up with a publicity 
campaign that will break all pre¬ 
cedents, according to Eleanor 
Germo, State director of adver¬ 
tising for the war savings 
stamps. Every hamlet and cross 
roads will be told of the need the 
government has for odd bits of 
silver, and the splendid oppor¬ 
tunities offered for becoming 
thrifty and patriotic at the same 
time. Millions of posters, win¬ 
dow cards and l>ooklets are to 
be distributed over the south to 
drive home by the end of the 
campaign the $25,000,000 appro¬ 


priation set for Southern Cali 
fornia out of the nations total 
of two billions required. 

Rich and poor alike are taking 
up the stamps. The high sal¬ 
aried movie stars at Universal 
City were enthused by an ad¬ 
dress by Motley H. Flint, chair¬ 
man of Los Angeles city, while 
kiddies with lone dollars given 
them for Christmas to buy toys 
have come to the headquarters 
and asked to be allowed to pur¬ 
chase four thrift stamps with 
which to help ‘‘Unkie Sammie 
spank the geyser.” 

Each week sees the list of 
agents in each and every com¬ 
munity increased. This week 
the local Wells Fargo offices 
have agreed to sell the stamps, 
and indications are that these 
will do a tremendous business. 

In case there are a few towns¬ 
men who do not understand how 
to go about saving for our fight¬ 
ers, a few words of explanation 
will suffice: 

Thrift Stamps sell for 25c j 
each; sixteen of these pasted in 
a thrift card, provided by the 
government, with 12 pennies ad¬ 
ded, can be turned in for a sav¬ 
ing stamp, that is redeemable 
for $5.00 in 1923. Twenty of 
these stamps can be traded in 
for a war savings certificate, 
which is cashable for $100. 

Scoffers may say, ‘‘What is> 
two bits to Uncle Sam?” 

Listen, ye doubting ones, if | 
every person in the nation would 
spend 25c it would net the 
United States government 25 
million dollars. 

So, there’s your answer.

Mark Twain, Amos J. Cummings, Bret 
Harte, William Dean Howells, Joel Chandler Harris, Eugene 
Field and Opie Read were plain, practical printers, as were 
Artemus Ward, Petroleum V. Nasby, and Sul Lovingood. 
Senator Plumb of Kansas, and James J. Hogg, ox Governor 
of Texas, were both printers, and the leader of science and 
philosophy in his day made it his boast that he was a “jour” 
printer. In fact, thousands of the most brilliant minds in 
this country are to be found in large cities and towns. It 
is not everyone that can lie a printer- brains are absolutely 
necessary to be “only a printer.”
